DAYLIGHT HOLDUP 


Lincoln Bandit Comes to Grief On Wed- 


ding Day When Wrecks Car Attempt- 
ing Escape Following Stickup of Sny- 
der Grocery—Captured by Police in 
Wheat Field Near Fifty-sixth and 
Van Dorn — Admits Three Recent 
Robberies Here. 
While his bride-to-be waited in vain, George Buxton, 25, 


Lincoln's phantom bandit, pleaded guilty to a charge of high- 
way robbery, and was sentenced by District Judge Shepherd 
to 15 years in the state penitentiary Wednesday morning. 
Buxton, who was to have been married Wednesday morning, 
was wounded and captured by police in a wheat field near 
Fifty-sixth and Van Dom streets a few minutes after he held 
up the E. W. Snyder & Son grocery, 1360 South Thirty-third 
street, at 8:30 o'clock to which charge he pleaded guilty. 


Buxton, who admitted that he and 


a Stromsburg girl were to have gone 
to Kansas City Wednesday on their 
redding trip, admitted three recent 
holdups here in addition to the Sny- 
der grocery holdup that led to his 
arrest but denied several others The 
young desperado declined to give 
the name of his sweetheart, whom 
he met and loved while working as 
a, farm hand in Polk and Hamilton 
counties. The bride, relatives and 
•wedding guests had gathered at the 
A. S. Sobott home, 728 South Twen- 
ty-seventh 
street, where Buxton 


roomed, when news of his arrest 
came. Shot In Right Thigh. 


Fleeing under a fusillade from a 
trio of pursuing police officers, Bux- 
ton attempted to turn east, at Fifty- 
sixth and Van Dorn streets, but his 
car crashed head-on into a ditch 
and was wrecked He jumped from 
the car, and ran northeast across a 
pasture on the H. O. Weese farm 
His pursuers again opened fire, one 
of the bullets taking effect in Bux- 
ton's right thigh. It was a flesh 
wound, according to Dr George E. 
Lewis, city physician, and Dr. T F. 
McCarthy, who attended him at St 
Elizabeth's hospital. Buxton's cloth- 
mc was torn as he jumped through 
a barbed wire fence, and one thumb 
was lacerated sliehtly. 
The three officers were quickly 


reinforced by Lieutenant Towle and 
Detective Masters, followed shortly 
after by the arnval of Acting Chief 
Anderson.

Officer Graves. The officers began 
to beat the wheat field, and De- 
tective Meyer sighted Buxton 
crawling towards a shallow gully. 
Mever ran towards him from be- 
hind. and when a few feet away 
called to him to "Throw 'em up." 


Surrenders To Officers. 


Buxton sprang up with his hands 


In the air. and found himself cov- 
ered by Meyer -nd Officer Graves. 
Meyer" walked up to him. and 
handed the bandit a. pair of hand- 
cuffs. which he snapped on with- 
out assistance. The wounded gun- 
man was loaded into a police car 
and taken to the hospital.

—UP)—Otto Hillig and Holger Hoir- 
iis took off shortly after daybreak 
today on their trans-Atlantic "joy 
ride" to Copenhagen, Denmark. 


Their monoplane, the Liberty, 


roared down the flying field runway 
at 5:54 a. m , Newfoundland sum- 
mer time, (3:24 a. m., eastern stand- 
ard time), swept gracefully into the 
air on the heaving shoulders of a 
brisk west wind, and headed into 
the rising sun. 


The fliers had arrived at the air- 


port twenty-five minutes before the 
takeoff. 
Their plane was being 


wanned up as they rode onto the 
field and a few minor details were 
taken care of while they waited for 
daybreak and the freshening wind. 


Both seemed confident and Hillig 


had apparently suffered no ill ef- 
fects from a cold he contracted yes- 
terday while aiding the crew of"the 
Winnie Mae, which preceded the 
Liberty across the ocean. 


Hillig and Hoinis were about to 


climb into the plane and the crowd 
had already begun to wave goodbye, 
but the start was delayed several 
minutes while a taxicab was dis- 
patched to the fliers' hotel for a 
forgotten package. The contents of 
the package were unknown

Old Tony says, "Her 
spirit held me off. If you had known 
Harriet Noel as I knew her," he al-

The old actor's analysis of Har-

And 
it was this spiritual strength which 
enabled her to deny her love for me, 
even sacrifice both herself and me 
on the altar of her career." 
The two young artists worked very 
hard that winter—Harriet in her 
dramatic school and Antonio on the 
stag*—but, for all that, they man- 
aged to see each other frequently. 
And they must have felt very close 
to one another as long-time frinds 
from a country village naturally do 
in big New York. 


"I have sometimes thought," Old 


Tony said one evening, "that per- 
haps, had I not been actually on the 
stage in such a distinguished com- 
pany while she. was o nly a student, 
Harriet might' have accepted me 
during those months."

The boy, 
Bruce Carey, about five years old, 
was still with his step-father and 
played a child part in the cast. 


All that winter, Antonio, in New 


York, watched the theatrical papers 
for news of the road company with 
which Harriet, Donovan and the 
child, Bruce, moved from city to 
city. He wrote to her as often as he 
dared.

Hoover Approves 


Tariff Revisions 


Three Increases and Four 


Decreases Proclaimed 


By President. 


WASHINGTON, June 
24—(IP)— 


president Hoover today proclaimed 
increases in tariff duties on three 
commodities and decreases in four 
others. 


The president's aproval of tariff 


commission recommendations also 
was given to a suggestion that there 
be no change in the duties of five 
other commodities, including pig 
iron, hides and skins, olive oil in 
bulk and cheese. 
. 
The increases are on dried eggs, 


hemp cordage, and small bells for 
bicycles and velocipedes. 


The decreases were on bentwood 


furniture, olive oil in packages, and 
pipe organs and parts. 
The dried egg rate was increased 


from 18 to 27 cents per pound, hemp 
cordage from 3\i cents to 47/5 cents 
per pound, and bells from 50 to 70 
per cent ad valorem. 


The furniture rate was decreased 


from 47 Vi to 42'i per cent ad 
valorem, the olive oil rate from 9J,4 
cents to 8 cents per pound, pipe or- 
gans and parts from 60 to 35 per 
cent ad valorem, and pipe organs 
and parts for specific and non-com- 
mercial installations from 40 to 35 
per cent ad valorem. 


The changes were made under the 


flexible provision of the tariff act 
which permits changes in rates up 
to 50 per cent without congressional 
action.

Hoover's message is significant for 
Germany not only because it brings 
help in the present difficult situa- 
tion of Germany but even more be- 
cause it recognizes the relationship 
between the international debts—in 
other words also reparations^and 
the general economic situation of 
the world.

Hoover emphasizes again the stand- 
point consistently held by America 
that payment cannot be demanded 
from a nation •which, on the basis 
of its economic capacities, is not in 
position to pay. 
This standpoint was first ex- 


pressed by Charles G. Dawes at the 
first experts commission in 1924. 
It further was the basis for in- 


ternational debt agreement con- 
cluded by Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon with the allied powers, and 
it also constituted that elastic ele- 
ment in the Young plan which 
made that -plan at all possible as a 
definite solution. 
Over against the rigid political 


principle of a mere demand for 
fixed sums as represented by France 
stands this American principle of 
economic elasticity.

The letters were written between 


May 30 and the time of her dis- 
appearance June 5. 


Two Letters Published. 


One of the letters was made pub- 


lic several days ago. It was 
an 


apology for being intoxicated 
on 


the Franconia May 29. She was put 
off the ship. 


The text of the other two letters 


follows: 


June 4, 1931 


"Hello, Bill, old thing! 
"It's all up with me now. This 


is something I am going to put 
through. 
The 
only 
thing 
that 


bothers me about It—the only thing 
I 
dread 
is being outwitted and 


prevented from doing this, which 
is the only possible thing for me 
to do. 


"If one wants to get away with 


murder one has to jolly well keep 
one's wits about one. It's the some 
way with suicide. 


"If I don't watch out I will wakp 


up in a psychopathic ward, but I 
intend to watch out and accom- 
plish my end this time. No ether, 
allonal or window jumping. 


Seeks Oblivion. 
"I don't want to be maimed. I 


want oblivion. If there is an after 
life it will be a. dirty trick,

I am sure fifty million priests are 
wrong.

"I don't have to dread living on,

this feeling I have for you.

He docs not permit delays 
and postponements for trivial reasons. Lawyers for 
criminal defendants find that they must go to trial 
within a few weeks. The trials are conducted with 
a minimum of legal fol-de-rol, and very frequently a 
onvicted felon is sent to the penitentiary within a 
month after the commission of the crime. 


Hather than tnkc their chances with this comblna- 


lon, professional felons and racketeers give Milwau- 
kee a wide berth. Even the sale of liquor, which 
ubllc opinion sanctions, affords no opportunity for 
\1 Caponc or any other beer boss to profit therefrom. 
Milwaukee has a many bars and speakeasies as any 
thcr "wet" city. In proportion to its population, and 
he police do not molest them, so long as they merely 
minister to the thirst of the population. But the 
minute any attempt Is made to "muscle in" on the 
rade, the hand of the law comes down hard on the 
would-be liquor lonj and his minions. 


The case of Milwaukee shows that it Is possible to 
eal effectively with crime and that it is merely a 
uestlon of how much the people of a city will stand 
or from their public administrators, as to whether 


not they enjoy good government. 


EXPENSIVE OBSTINACY. 


After a spectacular advance in wheat prices Mon- 


dsv. credited in part to President Hoover's proposal 
for a year's moratorium and the fact a protracted 
drouth in the western Canadian provinces will great- 
ly reduce production there, there was an equally 
sharp break Tuesday. 


It was explained the drop in wheat prices was due 


to the unofficial statement credited to the Hoover 
farm board it would not definitely pledge itself to 
hold its accumulated stocks of 200,000,000 bushels off 
the market for a year. 


The fact is becoming more apparent each week 


that Mr. Hoover's farm board is the most imposing 
obstacle standing in the path of an advance in gram 
prices. Its holdings loom as a menacing shadow 
over the market. There is no telling when it will un- 
load, and under the circumstances, it is not surpris- 
ing that purchasers hesitate to place orders for grain. 
For more than a year and a half Great Britain has 
been following the rigid policy of buying from hand 
to mouth. Wheat in transit, that is grain loaded on 
ocean-going steamers, has been only about three 
weeks ahead of exhaustion of stocks. 


The canny Britisher, who must import the bulk of 


his foodstuffs, was determined to'" break both the 
Canadian wheat pool and the Hoover farm board 
with one shot. He set about it deliberately after 
he himself had run into the buzzsaw when he - at- 
tempted through the Stevenson act to artificially 
boost the price of crude rubber. The Canadian wheat 
pool has taken its licking and the Hoover farm board 
has gotten its walloping. Unfortunately the farmers 
including thousands in Nebraska, have been the suf- 
ferers. 
Through its present 
obstinate, 
persistent 


policy the farm board is adding to it. It refuses to 
completely withdraw its shadow. It has 200,000,000 
bushels of wheat, a fact known to every nation, which 
must look beyond its own boundaries for its bread. 
With the farm board in the position to dump 30,- 
000,000, 40,000,000 or 50,000,000 bushels of wheat on the 
•market at any time, it is a gala day for bargain shop- 
ping. The psychological effect of this situation is 
far more serious than the actual results justify. The 
influence which is exerts is much greater than the 
facts warrant. For the first time the American sur- 
plus is accumulated in the hands of one responsible 
agency and can be dumped in twenty-four hours. 


There have been repeated requests in recent weeks 


the farm board definitely remove its wheat from the 
market. That will not affect the world surplus, it is 
true, beyond wiping out for the present season a car- 
ryover of 200,000,000 bushels of wheat raised in the 
United States. If the farm board was to definitely 
commit itself to the policy of selling none of the 
wheat which it has accumulated until such a time 
as an actual shortage resulting from natural causes 
arises, there would be a stability added to the market 
whicfi it lacks today. The inescapble conclusion is 
that wheat prices would rise. In the face of the new 
harvest there is the wrong probability they would 
shoot upward in an amazing fashion. 


The world's surplus was not visibly augmented in 


1930, with drouth affecting twenty-four states in this 
country, and Canada producing only about half a 
crop. There was of course a great curtailment ii 
buying power the world over, with the result less 
wheat was used for bread. But with three-quarters 
of a billion less bushels of corn in the United States 
with immense quantities of wheat fed to livestock 
there was no legitimate economic reason why whea 
should be worth only about a third of what it was a 
year ago. The finger points to the-farm board folly 
It has cost the fanners of this and other states a 
staggering sum of money. 


Even if it cost the government $200.000.000 to with 


draw the wheat held by the farm board, it woul 
be cheap at the price in the event the market wa. 
stabilized as a result of the knowledge there wouli 
be no dumping. To do so would of course constitut 
a confession the Hoover farm plan was an ignobl 
and costly failure in the anticipated results. But th 
white house made a splendid start last Monday an 
can add to his prestige by confessing his error an 
ordering his farm board to get out of the market fo 
at least a year. 


A DREAM OF THE FUTURE. 


That is something of an industrial and agricultural 
evolution that has been envisioned by Henry Ford, 
n the picture of the future seen by him there are 
:o great industrial centers, but instead there are fac- 
ories scattered all over the land, these being sur- 
oundcd by farms, which are able to sustain them. 
The view is a most alluring one, with an appeal 


o every interest. Practically all will wish that Mr. 
Cord's dream may 
come true, but 
everyone who 


:nows anything about the present situation will real- 
EC that before such a thing becomes possible, the 
ransportatiori scheme of the country must be radi- 
ally altered. As it exists at the present time the 
entral part of the nation Is so badly handicapped 
hat it cannot think of competing with either the east 
>r the west coast. 
When the Panama canal was built with the funds 


'f the entire country, transportation rates from coast 
o coast were cut in two, while those to and from in- 
erior points were boosted. This put the Mississippi 
'alley at such a tremendous disadvantage as to make 
ts position almost hopeless, and there has been little 
f any relief since the initial orders were made. 


The canal has been a great thing for the nation 


as a whole, but it has been a- bad thing for this part 
of the country, and now the administration is lend- 
ng all of its influence toward the construction of an- 
other waterway across Nicaragua, which will put the 
wo coasts 500 miles nearer to each other. Obviously 
t will be impossible for Nebraska manufacturers to 
sell in California when the transportation rate from 
New York to San Francisco is only a fraction of what 
"t is from the Missouri to the Golden Gate. 


If industries are to be scattered over the country 


as Mr. Ford predicts, and as most people hope, this 
situation must be remedied. It may be by making 
he interior waterways navigable, as has been so long 
urged, or in some other way. But some sort of reme- 
dy must be found. If the interior is to compete with 
he coast districts it must be placed on an equality 
in the matter of transportation. When this is brought 
about the dream of Mr. Ford will have little between 
it and realization.

INFLUENCE OF COMMUNISM. 


Although Sam R. McKelvie would hardly be classi- 


fied as a friend of the Soviet Union by even the most 
violent "Red" baiter, the former Nebraska governor 
did point out in an interview on his* return to Lin- 
coln Tuesday one respect in 
proving beneficial. 
It isn't 


which communism is doing but rather a negative in- 
fluence—it is making the nations of Europe afraid 
to go to war. 


The idea of the arch-militarists that more and 


more preparedness, larger armies, bigger battleshipss 
more deadly gases, and general increase of arma- 
ments and naval and land forces tends to prevent 
war has been disproven time and time again by ac- 
tual conditions. The theory still is advanced by a 
few, however. The-trend it has taken of recent years 
is to contend that science has made war weapons so 
deadly that we'll be afraid to battle again. 


Mr. McKelvie found that European statesmen who 


were candid would admit that there's nothing to this 
theory. Each country reasons that it has the advan- 
tages of science and modern Invention to aid it in a 
future war. If one nation became convinced that 
it had control of weapons which would enable it to 
vanquish its enemy, this would prove an incentive to 
war. 


The principal reason the leaders of European na- 


tions are greatly concerned over the danger of an- 
other war is that they fear communism. It was the 
World war which permitted the communists to gain 
control of the government in the Russian 
empire. 


Another great world conflict would be very apt to 
see the overthrow of a number of other governments. 
The leaders of these nations, whether they be dicta- 
tors or elected representatives of the people who are 
trying to establish constitutional government, are In- 
terested more in the preservation of their own gov- 
ernments than they are in disagreements with other 
countries. 


In Rumania, Poland and some of the other coun- 


tries bordering on Russia, the present governments 
live in constant fear of communism. They know that 
it wouldn't take much to turn the tide In their coun- 
tries. Communism is also a threat in such countries 
as Germany. There the radicals have been gain- 


ing strength constantly. Those well-informed on 
conditions in Germany believe that if the national 
socialists were to gain control it would be but a short 
time before the communists took the reins of govern- 
ment away from them. Wherever there is "unemploy- 
ment, poverty and misery to the extent that the la- 
boring classes feel that they have nothing to lose by 
a change of government, there communism is con- 
stantly grining ground. 


Communism is escrting its influence the world over 


in many other respects than in making capitalistic 
nations realize the danger in warring among them- 
selves. The extent it is affecting world economic 
conditions cannot be determined but certainly it is 
considerable. It is not at all improbable that Presi- 
dent Hoover's proposal for a moratorium on war debts 
and reparations Js partly prompted by the desire to 
prevent the p-owth of communism. 


It is quite possible that when historians of the fu- 


ture review {he trend of this post-World war era they 
| win be more concerned with the indirect influence 


i of coainrunism on the capitalistic nations than with 


its direct application in the Soviet Union.

How do the churches of America 


feel about the approaching general 
disarmament conference in Europe? 


ANSWER. 
So far as I know they welcome 
its convening and regard it as pos- 
sessing the possibility of one of his- 
tory's great turning points. 
The 
results of its deliberations may well 
determine whether or not human- 
ity is to be delivered from the men- 
ace of colossal and competitive mil- 
itary establishments. Since fifty-six 
nations have renounced war as an 
instrument of national policy and 
have solemnly pledged themselves to 
seek only pacific methods for 
the 
solution of their controversies. The 
Christians cf the United States are 
justified in asking that these na- 
tions reduce their respective arma- 
ments to the lowest point consistent 
with national safety and the ful- 
filment of international obligations. 


Courts and tribunal for the amic- 
able settlement of international dif- 
ficulties have been created. Separ- 
ate covenants and treaties have been 
entered into between practically all 
the nations thus engaged. We affirm 
that the time has come to honor 
these covenants and commitments 
by conduct consistent therewith. 


As it now stands war preparations 
still proceed on an extensive scale. 
Millions of men are under arms to- 
day and millions more are enrolled 
as reserves. Science is forging more 
terrible weapons. Huge naval build- 
ing programs are contemplated. Bil- 
lions of dollars are annually taken 
from the world's leading powers not- 
withstanding! the widespread and 
severe economic depression, for the 
upkeep of armies, navies and air 
forces". The plain people 
stagger 
under the crushing burdens of pay- 
ing for past and prospective wars. 
Countless numbers in every 
land 
are facing wretchedness and despair. 
Fear and insecurity are the fruits 
of the militaristic madness. 
The 
gravity of present social, economic 
and political conditions can be well 
traced in large measure to the 
prevalence of that madness. 
For these 'and other imperative 
reasons the Christians and Jews I 
know in the United States and Can- 
ada are solicitous that the forth- 
coming conference at Geneva shall 
meet the challenge of the present 
crisis by 
compelling 
competitive 
armaments to give way to equal 
justice, reason 
and sound sense. 
That policy alone can usher in the 
new day'of genuine security, and 
it should be adopted before 1935, in 
which year Germany has the right 
to Tearm under the Versailles treaty.

Why is it there is so much dif- 


ference between theologians? I can 
follow the New Testament but the 
creeds and creed makers puzzle me.

They would not have existed- but 
for its teachings, and they should 
be appraised by their conformity to 
those teachings.

Orthodox or het- 
erodox, they must try to define a 
preat deal which is really beyond 
definition. Consequently their at- 
tempts to elucidate spiritual mys- 
teries are sometimes unconvincing 
and even misleadinu. 


You perhaps recall that Jesus did 
not stop to define Himself or the 
Father who sent Him. He called 
God "Our Holy Father.'' the name 
which when rightly understood is 
the life blood of religion. But He 
assumed God's Being without defin- 
ing it. 
He also made stupendous 
claims a? the Son of God: claims 
which simply swept away venerable 
traditions and shattered the auth- 
ority of teachers of His day. 
His followers, in attempting 
to 


find a sufficient category for Christ? 
majestic personality, entitled Him 
the "Eternal Word." the "Only Be- 
gotten of the Father." the "Saviour 
of the "World." But as a rule He was 
content to ask His hearers to ac- 
cept Him for the sake of His per- 
sonal purity and works of mercy.

Some have suggested raising rail- 


road rates or steel prices, etc. oth- 
ers suggesting increasing taxes for 
public works as a way to bring about 
prosperity. All is false reasoning 
to still lower the purchasing of the 
dollar. 


The only remedy that can bring 


about permanent prosperity is to 
raise the value of the dollar of the 
thirty-five million to the level Q< hte 
business dollar, 100 cents. 


The place to begin as has been 


pointed out from time to time is 
with agriculture, bringing about 
equality through a well-thought out 
plan to make the tariff effective oh 
all agricultural products equalizing 
the dollar, increasing the buying 
power of the farmer, jy-hich will 
spread to common labor and the 
whole nation.

Pumptnjr Tests. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 18. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star- 


Please publish the following letter 
addressed to the Lincoln city coun- 
cil and the water advisory board: 
We are much pleased to note by the 
daily press that a 30-day pumping 
test will be made at an early date 
and on the site of our prospective 
future supply of water on 
the 
Platte bottoms. 


Obviously this is an admission 


that before millions are expended 
upon a project that it Is essential 
to know that pure water and in 
abundance is actually in existence 
at the site designated. May we 
observe that the public was repeat- 
edly and vehemently assured that 
engineers, after most thorough tests 
had reported favorably and un- 
qualifiedly In favor of the site 
which now invites so much suspicion 
as to warrant a pumping test; a 


« test, may we observe, that -was not 


made at any site before the people 


We read of a pumping test to be 


made for a 30-day period of about 
2,000,000 gallons per day and that 
the draw down must not exceed 25 
feet. Inasmuch as it took 25 years 
to effect a draw down of 25 feet in 
the Antelope valley wells the de- 
fendant, Platte bottom, gets a very 
good break, indeed. 


In view of this decision, or ad- 


mission, that a pumping test is es- 
sential, may we not suggest thai, 
whether or no the Platte bottom 
proves satisfactory In volume and 
quality that, Inasmuch as It is self- 
evidently the most expensive of any 
sugested site for development and 
operation, therefore like tests should 
be made at other nearer and far 
less 
expensive sourcs of supply 


which heretofore have been given but 
but superficial attention. 


May we mention that the action 


of the voters did not constitute a 
command, or mandate. No such 
words as shall or must appeared 
upon the ballot. Doubtless a major- 
ity of the voters had a confidence 
that all essential tests had been 
made. That w.e are now to have a 
first real test must create a sus- 
picion in the voters' mind that all 
the facts about all the sources of sup- 
ply were not in when they were re- 
quired to express their 
opinion.

The reduction in the danger of 
the Fourth of July has been ac- 
complished

danger in 'the 
old Fourth of 
July was from 
tetanus. , Not 
from immediate 
injury 
by toy 
cannons or fire- 
_ _ _ , . , 
crackers or pis- 
Dr. Oendenla* 
tols ^bufc ,from 


infection of the wounds so received 
by lockjaw germs. Tetanus is al- 
ways a danger in a wound into 
which street dirt or dust has en- 
tered. The tetanus germs grow, in 
the large intestines of horses and 
other 
herbivorous 
animals, 
and 
when horse dung has been scattered 
on the street a fine culture of such 
dangerous material 
is implanted 
there. Whether the comparative 
disappearance of the horse 
from 
our city streets has contributed to 
the lower mortality and incidence 
of Fourth of July tetanus is prob- 
lematical, but it is not likely, be- 
cause one or two horses can scat- 
ter enough tetanus germs to kill a 
whole community. 
The most potent factor in the 
saving of life on the Fourth of July 
has been the limitation of arma- 
ments. The embargo on the sale 
of cannon crackers, especially the 
dynamite variety, the toy cannon 
and the overloaded pistol that 
sooner or later was doomed to ex- 
plode. One shudders to remember 
the afternoon of the old-fashioned 
Fourth of July—our exhausted male 
parents sittine on the front porch 
iichtins: dynamite crackers 
from 
their cigars and tossing them into 
the air to explode. No wonder the 
old fifth of July TVRS a day of death, 
blindness and "maimedness. 
An equal amount of credit must 
be riven to the general -use of anti- 
tetanus serum. "This serum is-for 
ihc prevention 'not cure) of teta- 
nus, and should be given to any 
person 
•who has had a 
-wound 
breaking 4he skin which could pos- 
sibly have been contaminated -with 
street dJrt, barnyard dirt, or soil 
from a spot —here fertilizer has 
been used. It should be given hy- 
podermic-ally as soon as" possible 
after the -wound has been rcccirc-d.

Buffalo County 


Pump Irrigation 
Draws Attention 


KEARNEY, Neb., June 24—Gov- 


ernment representatives in Buffalo 
county during the past week -were- 
exceptionally interested In the pump 
irrigation investigations started last 
fall by Tom Lewis and farmers near 
Gibbon and County Agent A. B. 
Hecht. These men established a line 
of levels from the Platte river to 
the foothills on the section line east 
of Mr. Lewis' farm. They measured 
the water level in seven pumps four 
times during the year to see the ef- 
fects that p-omping had on the 
wafer. 


This year two more lines are to 
be run one mile either side of the 
line of wells that was studied last 
year. With these three tests under 
way at the same time, the men hope 
it will be possible to tell the direc- 
tion of .-the underground water flow 
and to give a better perspective as 
to the effect of irrigation wells on 
the underground waterflow.

SERVICE GIVEN 


Mills Co-Operate With 


Farmers For Small 


Labor Charge. 


A number of local mills and ele- 


vators in Nebraska have installed 
feed mixers and are offering a mix- 
ing service to their patrons, J. R. 
Redditt writes in his June poultry 
bulletin. The service is a real con- 
tribution to the Nebraska poultry 
industry, he says. It means that 
farm poultry raisers can take ad- 
vantage of low priced Nebraska 
grown feeds. It also means that 
starting mashes mixed according to 
standard formulas can be secured in 
1,000 
pound lots at a cost of from 


$1.40 
to $1.70 per hundred weight. 


An example of such .a service is 


given by Mr. Redditt as follows: Mr. 
A. grows corn, wheat, oats, and al- 
falfa, which he wants to use in mix- 
ing a growing mash to feed his pul- 
lets. 


He secures a copy of the 4-J for- 


mula from his county agent's office. 


From this formula he learns that 


it requires 390 pounds of corn, 200 
pounds of wheat. 100 pounds of oats 
or barley, and 50 pounds of alfalfa, 
to mix 1,000 pound lot. 


Hauled to Mill. 


These home produced feeds are 


loaded into his truck or trailer and 
hauled to the mill or elevator offer- 
ing grinding and mixing service. 
This service seems to be priced 
about 5 cents a bushel to 15 cents 
per hundred pounds. 


At the mill Mr. A. buys 100 


pounds of bran. 125 pounds of meat 
meal, 25 pounds of dried milk, and 
10 pounds of salt. For these the 
regular retail prices are paid. 


Mr. A. then hires the mill to run

A friend of the column gives us 
a hint on making strawberry pre- 
serves. '-Stirring the preserves," she 
says, "is more important than cook- 
ing." This is how she makes her 
preserves. 


"Stem and wash the berries. To 


every two cups of berries add one 
of sugar. Put into a granite pan or 
kettle, place on back of stove or on 
low flame and stir occasionally un- 
til sugar is thoroughly mixed with 
berries. Then place kettle over the 
"fire and boil hard seven minutes — 
that is, after content is really boil- 
ing. Do not skim as this is unnec- 
essary. Remove from the fire, but 
leave in the pan or kettle and stir 
well every little while. The more 
you stir, the thicker and darker red" 
the preserves. I like to cook mine 
early in the morning and let it 
stand until evening, then seal up 
tree j cold as any other fruit."

Rhubarb Catsup. 


Use two quarts of rhubarb, diced 
fine, one level cup onions (grind 
fine in food choper and leave them 
in the catsup with the other ingred- 
ients) one pint vinegar, one pint 
sugar, one teaspoon cloves, one tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one teaspoon all- 
spice, one teaspoon mustard seeds. 
Combine the ingredients and sim- 
mer slowly one and one-half hours 
Watch carefully to prevent burning!

STILL ACTIVE 


Bare Lists 2 M e t h o d s 


Now In Wide Use To 


Get Rid Pests. 


Reports of* grasshopper damage 


continue to come to the agricul- 
tural college in every mail, M. H 
Swenk, chairman of the department 
of entomology says. In most cases, 
however, the grasshoppers are not 
doing extensive damage, but far- 
mers are beginning to worry about 
how to get rid of them. 


County extension agents in sev- 


eral parts of the state are using 
their newspapers, circular letters, 
and other means of contact to dis- 
tribute information on malting the 
poison bran mash recommended by 
the agricultural college. The infor- 
mation necessary properly to pre- 
pare and spread the mash to con- 
trol the grasshoppers is contained 
in extesion circular 1507, prepared 
this spring by O. S. Bare, extension 
entomologist, Professor Swenk says. 


In his circuler M. Bare lists two 


formulas which might be used for 
poisoning the grasshoppers. Formula 
number 1 includes 25 pounds of 
coarse 
flaked 
wheat 
bran, 
I 
1,-!- 


pounds of white arsenic, % ounce 
of amyl acetate, and 2V» gallons of 
water., One pound of Paris green 
may be used in place of the white 
arsenic if the farmer is going to mix 
only a small amount of ptjf.son 
mash. White arsenic, however, is 
less expensive and just as effec- 
tive. Paris green may be available 
in some places where druggists will 
not have a- large supply of white 
arsenic on hand. Amyl acetate al- 
so may be hard to get in some lo- 
calities. In such cases] the juice 
and finely chopped pulp and peel 
o fa half a dozen oranges may be 
used instead. 


Dry Mixture Best. 


The bran and poison should be 


mixed dry, then the amyl acetate 
(or oranges) and part of the water 
poured slowly over the poison bran 
and stirred constantly with a spade 
or wooden paddle More water rnay 
be added gradually until the bait is 
thoroughly wet but not sloppy.

This poison is cheaper 
than either the white arsenic or 
Paris green, but .is often more dif- 
ficult to get than either. In mix- 
ing this poison the sodium ersen- 
ite should be mixed with part of the 
water and poured slowly over the 
bran while it is stirred constantly 
to secure an even dampening. 


•Twenty-five pounds of the bran 


mixture makes enought mash bait 
to treat from two to five acres, 
depending on the severity of the 
method used in distributing the 
poison bran. The mash may be 
spread in a garden or over a small 
area from a bucket carried on the 
arm. On larger areas it is better 
spread by sowing by hand from a 
tub or box in the rear of an open 
buggy or wagon which is driven 
across the field. It should be broad- 
cast thinly. Care should be taken 
that the poison bran does not fall in 
large lumps and thus 
endanger 


birds, poultry, and livestock. 


Leave trips ncut 


Best results can be^ obtained in 


alfalfa fields by leaving a few nar- 
ro?.' strips of alfalfa uncut. The 
grasshoppers 
will 
congregate 
on 


these strips to" 'feed and may be 
poisoned with a minimum of labor 
and material. 
The best time to apply poison. 
Mr. Bare states in his circular, is 
from seven to nine o'clock on ' a 
warm bright day. The poison takes 
effect slowly and 
many of the 
grasshoppers will not die for from 
three to five days. Farmers who 
expect immediate results may think 
for a day or two that the poison 
was not effective Two applications 
of poison bran mash will usually 
give good control, and one is often 
| as large a quantity as given above 
' sufficient, Mr. Bare says. 


People who do not care to mix 
as large a quantity as given above 
may follow this formula: Take two 
euarts of bran, 2 level tablespoons 
of Paris green, a finely chopped 
orange and enough water to make 
a well moistened mash.

ADVISES STORING 


OF VEGETABLES 


Gladys Woodward Tells 


About Way to Vary 


Winter Foods. 


Assistant County Extension Agent 


Gladys Woodward in her letter this 
week to farm page readers advises 
storing vegetables that they may® 
be on hand for fresh 
use next 


winter. 
Her article follows: 


"With the heat of summer weather 


garden cultivation often loses its 
fascination. 
However, the 
home 


canned and home stored fruits and 
vegetables do not fail to have their 
appeal 
when served during the 


winter days when these foods are 
not available. It is at this time that 
our bodies are usually in the great- 
est need of the minerals and vita- 
mins, thus furnished. 


"While the garden products are 


sufficient in quantity and while 
they may still be planted is tlie time 
to plan for the winter's »upply to 
meet the family's needs. It is a 
real economy to grow late vegetables 
for storage. The later, well matured 
ones have better keeping qualities 
than those grown earlier. 


Planning Problem Lessened. 


"The problem of meal planning is 


greatly lessened by having a supply 
of fresh vegetables on hand, regard- 
less of markets and winter tempera- 
tures. Then too comes the satis- 
faction of serving a greater variety 
in your meals. 
, "Some of the late vegetables that 
may be very successfully stored in- 
clude potatoes, onions, squash, cab- 
bage. beetF. carrots, sweet potatoes, 
parsnips celery, dried beans and 
peas. The type of storage to be used 
will vary in accordance to the effect 
of frcczinc on the vegetable, and to 
the amount of odor it gives off. 
Those of you havine an outside cave 
will find this problema slight one. 
Thc cave provides cood circulation 
and maintains a low temperature. 
yet doc.' not reach the freezing 
point. Pits may be made that, jive 
ample protection in case you do not 
have a cood cave or basement. 


"If each family had a supply of 


vegetables surh as those listed 
stored away for winter use, one 
could no Joncer complain of there 
being no variety to select from for 
the family table. Each one should 
be plannine for surh a storage and 
thus let. your cardcn help in pro- 
tcctinc the familv's health.

track circles for many years. Os- 
born's mark in the high jump is 6 
feet 8U inches.

has been doing 6 feet 7 inches in 
practice and hopes to hang up a 
pew world record at the Lincoln 
Championships.
